ALL OFFICIALS DENY 
“ANY IDEA OF TRADE 


Only Difficulty Is Lack 
of Responsible Chinese 


Government, They Say. 
To Withdraw Troops. 


Tokio, May 22.—Japan is to evac- 
uate Siberia and restore Shantung 
to China “at the earliest possible 
moment,” according to a statement 
by an official of the foreign office 
following adjournment today of the 
colonial conference which has been 


in session here for the last week. 
This, he declared, meant that there 
would be “no change in - Japan’s 
fundamental policy” in the Far 
East. 

The government has decided not 
to publish any of the conclusions 
reached by the conference for the 
present, bit it was declared that 
the results had been so gratifying 
that similar gatherings may be held 
annually to secure’ co-ordination 
between the various branches of 
government at home and in other 
parts of the Far East. The confer- 
ees included high Japanese military 
and civil authorities from Siberia, 
Manchuria, Korea and Kwang-Tung 
and was presided over by Premier 
Hara. The sessions were private. 

While officials generally declined 
to say whether Japan would take 
any new positive steps in Siberia 
and Shantung, declaring that this 
depended entirely on circumstances, 
they voiced the hope that China 
was willing to discuss arrange- 
ments for restoration of the prov- 
ince, In regard to the eee 
surrounding such restoratfon, they 
emphasized that Japan sought noth- 
ing in’ exchange, but must have 
Zome assurances that Japanese res- 
idents and interests in Shantung 
would be fully protected. It was 
added that the absence of respon- 
sible authority in China with which 
to deal was the greatest handicap. 

The impression prevails in Tokio 
that Japan has actually inaugurated 
negotiations with the Chinese gov- 
ernment, though for the moment 
there is a question as to the rec- 
cognition of that government. Mean- 
while the leading Japanese inter- 
ests insist that Japan will with- 
draw her troops from the Shan- 
tung railroad to Tsing-Tau with- 
out awaiting China’s acceptance of 
Japan’s.standing offer to open res- 
toration negotiations. It is de- 
clared this withdrawal will be car- 
ried out with an aim to hastening 
arrangements for the actual relin- 
quishment of the province to China.

Ex-Governor of Florida 
Furnishes $5,000 for Lib- 
erty--Accused of Accept- 
ing Money on Vote. 


IS SILENT ON U,S. 
PEONAGE INDICTMENT 


Declines to Divulge His 
Whereabouts Since May 
8—Goes to Starke, Fla., 
as Guest of Attorney. 


Starke, Fla., May 22.—Sidney J. 
Catts, who served four years as 
governor of Florida, having been 
elected on a prohibitionist ticket, 
later a candidate for he United 
States senate and now under in- 
dictment by federal and county 
grand juries on charges growing 
out of alleged misuse of his execu- 
ftive authority and the object of a 
joint legislative investigation, came 
here today from Jacksonville and 
furnished bond of $5,000. In this, 
Bradford county, Mr. Catts is charg- 
ed with accepting a bribe in vot- 
ing for a pardon. ; 

He left late today for Pensacola, 
where, according to his attorneys, 


jhe Plans to maké formal bond of 


$2,500 on a charge of peon&ge on 
which he was indloted May 18 and 
arrested yesterday at Albany, Ga. 
He was released from custody at 
Albany after five citizens had sign- 
ed his bond and permitted him to 
proceed on his way to Jacksonville. 

So far as known, Mr. Catts came 
here unaccompanied. During his 
stay he was the guest of his local 
attorney. He had spent last night 
at the home of his brother-in-law 
in Jacksonville and his attitude of 
Silence regarding his indictment 
was changed here. Beyond the fact 
that he told his bondsmen in Al- 
bany, Ga., that he had been. in Brit- 
ish Columbia, nothing could be 
learned of his whereabouts since 
his indictment here May 8, 

It is believed that Mr. Catts will 
face the federal charge first, and 
reports from Pensacola were to the 
effect that a special session of court 
would be called for the purpose. 
Speciffeally,.the federal indictment 
set forth that Mr. Catts voted for 
pardong in favor of two young ne- 
groes, Ed Brown and John Henry 
Rodgers, serving sentences in the 
state penitentiary, and that repre- 
sentatives of the former governor 
met the negroes upon their release 
and took them to his Walton coun- 
ty farm where they were alleged 
to have been held in peonage. 

In Albany, he was quoted as say- 
ing the negroes had been paid $10 
a month and well clothed and fed. 

One of the negroes testified at 
Tallahassee before the joint legis- 
lative committee, which, under a 
joint resolution, is investigating 
“rumors” that the former governor 
received money to influence his de- 
cision if matters of pardons, ap- 
pointment of state officers and 
other alleged misconduct. The com- 
mittee has been holding its hear- 
ings for several weeks and no in- 
dication is forthcoming as to when 
it will report its findings. 

Both houses of the legislature 
now in biennial session have rein- 
stated numerous officials relieved 
by the former governor. Approxi- 
mately $25,090 has been voted as re- 
imbursement to the various men for 
the salaries they lost while under 
suspension. Mr, Catts’ term-.of of- 
fice expired January 3, last.

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Wireless Phones 


Soon to Operate 
On Ocean Liners 


London, May 22.—Wireless  tele- 
phones will soon be operating on all 
great transAtlanti¢ liners. 

Tests made during the last voyage 
of the Mauretania by William Dubi- 
lier, the American wireless wizard 
and developer of the first wireless 
telephone at Seattle ten years ago, 
have, he declares, proved completely 
that the installation and operation 
of these phones is highly practical 
and can be accomplished at any 
time. 

‘Science has eliminated the last 
refuge of the tired business men,” 
he declared upon his arrival here. 
“Within a maximum of two years 
all main staterooms of big ships will 
be equipped with regular telephones. 
-The passenger will simply lift the 
receiver and request connection 
with his office telephone number in 
London or Néw York. He will get 
the connection, just as he now gets 
the connection on land and he won't 
realize any difference. My tests 
have proved that it is a matter now 
only of equipment.” 


Dubilier came to England to con- 
fer with Major-General Sir Frederick 
Syukes, director of civil aviation, in 
regard to supplying British airplanes 
with gelephone equipment which is 
now being used in America and 
which he declares is now thorough- 
ly practical. 

“I feel it my duty to give the 
British the benefit of any inventions 
I develop,’ "he said, “because in the 
early stages of the work, when I 
couldn’t get financial support at 
home, the British gave me that sup- 
port I so badly needed, and every 
kind of encouragement. They real-

Washington, May 22.—Despite the 
administration’s desire to remain 
detached from the European dispute 
over Silesia, the possibility of the 
United States being forced to ex- 
press an opinion in the situation is 
becoming increasingly evident here. 

Developments of the past twenty- 
four hours show that Britain and 
France are still widely apart on the 
situation created by Polish insur- 
gency in Upper Silesia and that the 
fighting there may open new 
breaches in Europe's troubled poli- 
tics. 

At the state department the situ- 
ation is regarded with particular 
anxiety. There is fear that the Si- 
lesian incident may disturb’ the 
peace of all central Europe, jf al- 
lowed to proceed unchecked. This 
fear augurs for some form of action 
by the United States, but the prob- 
lem is being handled with the ut- 
most care, for any suggestion of 
participation from . Washington 
would represent the administration's 
first “involvement” in a matter 
which originated as a strictly, Euro- 
pean affair.

FAILURE -GOMPERS 


Organized Labor Chief 
Points to St-*ement at 
Manufacturers’ ASs<tigy 


tion as Admission of De- 
feat. 


Washington, May  22.—(United 
News.)—The concerted effort of 
ebployers to destroy trade unionism 
—their “open shop campaign’’—has 
railed, according to Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Fed- 
é€ration of Labor. 

Gompers said confession of this 
Was made at the annual convention 
of the American Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation in New York last week. 
He quoted the committee on indus- 
trial betterment as having protest- 
ed the defensive position into whfch 
the members had been forced by 
labor. He assailed a suggested 
offensive campaign for the open 
shop, a part of which would be “in- 
dustrial representation” for labor. 

At the same time Gompers an- 
nounced the federation is to set 


under way a “great organizing cam- 
paign.”’ 

“Organization work continues at 
all times,” said Gompers, “but this 
work is to be intensified. The mes- 
sage of trade unionism will be car- 
ried to every corng@e of the land, 
to the limit of our power. Its en- 
couragement and protection will be 
offered to the workers everywhere. 

“American labor wants the val- 
ue of organization to be at the serv- 
ice of the country, for the sake 
of the protection of the workers 
and for the sake of the value of 
organization in the stimulation, en- 
couragement and facilitation of pro- 
ductions.” 

Gompers declared the failure of 
the open shop campaign demonstrat- 
ed two things: 

“First, that the working people 
want trade union organization and 
will not be driven from its protec- 
tion, and, 

“Second, that trade unionism is 
fundamentally right and that it is 
a vita] part of democracy and that 
the logic and strength of ‘its posi- 
tion are proof against successful 
attack.” 

Gompers had this to say of in- 
dustrial representation: 

“Having failed by coercive tac- 
tics to force autocracy in indus- 
try upon the workers, the National 
Association of Manufacturers now 
proposes to silence them by prom- 
ising a few of their representatives 
seats on boards of directors of the 
corporations. This would be an 
empty honor, indeed. The hopes 
and aspirations of labor cannot be 
Satisfied b the patronizing act 
of patting labor on the back. Sin- 
eerity of purpose of employers, 
their whole-hearted interest in their 
employees. can be shown best in 
the contents of pay envelopes.”

which is pressing the charges 
brought against the Atlanta ‘police 
department by three successive 
grand juries, has the right to open 
and close the arguments. Mr. Black 
says that he will not speak longer 
than the five lawyers retained by 
the police department combined. 
Five Lawyers Retained. : 

The police are represented by 
Judge J. K, Hines, who was retain- 
ed by Chief of Detectives A. La- 
mar Poole; Robert P. Jones, retain- 
ed by Detective Lieutenant A. D. 
Shaw; Herbert Clay, retained by De- 
tective Lieutenant Robert L. Wag- 
goner; H. A. Allen, retained by De- 
tective W. L. Payne, and Harvey 
Hill, retained by Councilman Al 
Martin. 

Although no intimation has been 
given out by any of the attorneys 
as to what their line of argument 
will be, persons who have watched 
the progress of the case say that 
Mr. Black will undoubtedly hammer 
home the fact that the bunco band 
operated practically unmolested in 
Atlanta for several years and this 
has been admitted by the police.

This statement in 
the from of a memorandum, it was 
said tonight, will be delivered to 
Obregon by George T. Summertin, 
counselor of the American embassy 
at Mexico, who is expected to leave 
for Mexico this week. He was sum- 
moned here a month ago by the 
secretary of state to give first hand 
information concerning the situa- 
tion in that country. 

The conditions for necognition, it 
is understood, are practically iden- 
tical with the recommendations 
made by Secretary Fall in his re- 
port at the last session of congress 
as chairman of the subcommittee of 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee which investigated the Mexican 
question.

ericans and their interests will 

be properly safeguarded In Mexico 
before the United States will con:

Modification of the provisions 
which prevent Americans acquiring 
and owning property within a cer- 
tain zone along the Mexican coasts 
and international boundaries. 

Assurance that article 33 of the 
constitution providing for the ex- 
pulsion of “pernicious foreigners” 
will not be applied to Americans 
without the filing of charges and 
the opportunity of e fair trial. 

Modifications of the provisions 
governing religious worship in such 
manner that American clergy shall 
have the fight to exercise the func- 
tions usual in their denominations. 

Suggest Mixed Court.

FOR DISARMAMENT 


National League of Wom- 
en Voters Meet in Inter- 
est of Smaller Navies on 
Wednesday. 


t 
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Washington, May 22.—The wom- 
en's cry for disarmament is becom- 
ing more insistent. 

The National League of Women 
Voters will meet in Washington 
Wednesday in an effort to “crystal- 
lize the sentiment” which has arisen 
in favor of world-wide naval dis- 
armament. They will impress upon 
congress and the administration, 
according to a formal statement, 
“that efforts in the direction of 
disarmament meet popular. ap- 
proval.” 

Plans for forming local disarma- 
ment committees in every state will 
be discussed at the meeting Wed- 
nesday and state and district of- 
ficers will be selected. 

Statement by Walsh. 

Coincident with the women’s an- 
nouncement of their disarmament 
drive, a statement issued by Sena- 
tor David I. Walsh, of Massachu- 
setts, declared: 

“The debts of past wars and the 
expense incurred for possible fu- 
ture wars by Keeping up our arma- 
ment is 92 per cent of our annual 
appropriations.” 

Walsh added, however, that he 
did not favor disarmament by the 
United States until the other naval 
powers signified their willingness to 
join in the movement. 

Disturbed Conditions. 

“With the present disturbed con- 
dition of the world,” Walsh sald, 
“and the secret information which 
our state department possesses con- 
cerning .the unrest, rivalry and 
jealousy among nations, it does not 
seem prudent to immediately stop 
the appropriaticns necessary to 


meet fully the requirements of the 
navy, especially when we have no 
assurance that other nations intend 
to cease naval construction,” 

If America announced to the world 
that she intended to build a navy 
as great as any other, Walsh said, 
she would foree the other nations 
to abandon their naval extension 
and accept a world-wide disarma- 
ment agreement. 


LODGE BACKS 
DISARMING PLANS. 

Boston, May 22.—United States 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, in a 
letter read today at a mass meeting 
at which reduction of armaments by 
international agreement was indors- 
ed, said that President Harding 
“has this matter very much at heart 
and I am sure you may trust in his

“Asserting that he himself was 
heartily in favor of an intvernationa) 
agreement for a general reduction 
of anmaments, Senator Lodge con- 
tinued:

ARSON SUSPECTED 
IN MINERS’ STRIKE 


Williamson, W. Va., May 22.—M. C. 
Kindleberger, state fire marsha) of 
West Virginia, said tonight on his 
return from Matewan that he be- 
lieved incendiaries were responsible 
for the fire which destroyed the 
head house of the Stone Mountain 
Coal corporation at that village 
earlier in the day, entailing a loss 
estimated at $25,000. 

The fire marshal, accompanied by 


a squad of state troopers went to 
Matewan to investigate the blaze 
at the direction of Major Thomas B. 
Davis, wha was named by Governor 
E. F. Morgan to take charge of the 
situation growing out of recent dis- 
orders along the West Virginia- 
Kentucky border. 

Reporting to the major, Mr. Kin- 
dleberger said, “I believe that the 
fire was evidently the work of per- 
sons residing at Matewan.”’ 

The fire was the only untoward 
incident reported during the day 
from the zone which has been the 
scene of shootings during the past 
ten days. 

When the fire marshal arrived at 
scene, he told the major, the head 
house and a large slack pile were 
burning and the tipple was threat- 
ened. Kindleberger, the troopers 
and a number of deputy sheriffs 
directed streams of water on the 
fire and succeeded in saving the 
tipple. The slack pile was fired 
when a burning mine car broke 
loose from the head house and 
started down an incline toward the 
tipple. It was stopped at the pile 
before it reached the tipple. 

The marshal said that  blood- 
hounds taken to the scene in an ef- 
fort to capture persons who might 
have been responsible, failed to pick 
up a trail. 

The slack pile was burning to- 
night, and Kindleberger ordered 
the Williamson fire department to 
send séveral lines of hose to Mate- 
wan. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff John Hall 
made a tour of the trouble area 
along the Tug river as far east as 
Blackberry City, and reported “evy- 
erything” quiet. 

Captain J. R. Brockus, of the 
state police, continued his effort to- 
day to organize the “law and order” 
force of citizens deputized as 
officers.

Wilson Takes Pen 
To Write Volume 
On U. S. Politics 


BY ROBERT J. BENDER, 
United News Staff Correspondent.

Washington, May 22.—Former 
President Wilson Is understood to 
have begun preparation of the first 
extensive writing he has done since 
leaving the white house and is con- 
templating, it is said, a new vol- 
ume to his history of American 
politics. 

The work, if it is concluded, wil] 
constitute Wilson’s first production 
for sale to publishers in many years. 
He is understood to be devoting 
some time to it each day, having 
appointed John Randolph Bolling, 
brother of Mrs. Wilson, as his sec- 
retary to take care of the mass of 
correspondence which continues 
to flood the mails to his private 
home here. Until recently he de- 
rived considerable relaxation and 
pleasure from personally dictating 
answers to the many letters coming 
to him, This work finally reached 
such proportions that, when he de- 
cided to do some writing, a secre- 
tary was necessary to handle the 
routine so that the limited time 
allotted him each day for dictation 
might be directed into the channels 
he chose. 

Not Controversial, 

It may be stated authoritatively 
that it is not Mr. Wilson’s inten- 
tion for the present, at least, to do 
any writing of a controversial na- 
ture. To those who have sought in- 
terviews with him, the former presi- 
dent has made it clear that he is 
more than ever disinclined to give 
them. He does not believe that this 
is the proper time for him to speak. 

So, 4t is not strange that he 
would select as the subject of his 
first writing an addition to his 
works on American politics. But, 
while many of his friends who have 
urged him to write a boox on the 
peace conference at Paris will be 
disappointed in his decision to make 
na reply to the Lansing chronicle 
and other controversial contribu- 
tions on the subject, a book by Mrs. 
Wilson bringing up to date his po- 
litical histories would arouse some 
lively anticipations. 

May Be Vent, 

His friends recall that some two 
years ago, when Mr. Wilson was ap- 
proached by members of the demo- 
cratic national committee on the 
possibility of his seeking a third 
term, was quoted by members pres- 
ent as saying that he looked for- 
ward to March 4, 1921, only as a 
time when he might rest and re- 
sume his writings. On that occa- 
sion he was further quoted as ex- 
pressing an intention to pay his 
respects in forthcoming works to 
certain gentlemen On the hill whose 
political practices he condemned. A 
modern work on American politics 
might well prove the vent for Mr. 
Wilson's feelings on the gentlemen 
in question. 

Physically the former president 
continues to mend slowly but appa- 
rently surely. He is seeing more 
people now than at any time’ since 
he left the white house, former Un- 
der Secretary of State Norman 
Davis and Bernard Baruch seeming 
to be his favorites as indicated by 
the number of times each has visit- 
ed the Wilson home. He likes to 
attend the theater about once a 
week, and, since going to a ball 
game hére recently and seeing Babe 
Ruth knock one of his homers, has 
decidéd he will see more of these, 
if possible, during the summer. 

There is every indication, how- 
ever, that it will be some consider- 
able time before he involves him- 
self in any discussion of pending 
political questions or the league of 
nations.

We have beaten, flogged unmercifully and 
killed men on our chaingangs who were 
more helpless than the most flagrant case 
of peenage yet cited. When these men, 
both white and colored, were beaten nearly 
to death a qnick warrant for lunacy was 
obtained and they were railroaded to Mil- 
ledgeville to die, this being done to keep 
down a storm of indignation against the 
system of barbarism in vogue in the camps, 

I cite the recent barbarous treatment of 
a returned soldier who had been gassed in 
France and his mind affected. He was un- 
mercifully beaten on a chaingang in Chat- 
ham county, and had it not been for the 
A. E. F. they would doubtless have killed 
him or nearly so and then sent him to the 
asylum to die. 

This practice has been teaching all these 
years certain individuals that they conld 


employ the same method and get away with | 


it. because county commissioners and mule 
driver whipping bosses were getting away 
with it, and they were. This is peonage 
within the law. 

I appeared before a large committee at 
the last session of the legislature to make 
a speech on the beastly method in vyoeue 
in the camps and to show the whipping 
hosses were former mule drivers, and what 
do you suppose they did? 

Shut Off Debate. 

By a vote they shut off debate entirely 
and locked the doors in that session I at- 
tended. County commissioners were there 
up in arms against the abolition of the 
whipping post. Georgia and Russia today 
vse the same methods with prisoners. The 
cry of the politicians and whipping bosses 
was, ‘‘Let us alone,’’ 

In some of these camps the color line 
has been abolished. Whites and colored 
are put side by side in the hospital and 
chained to each other on beds of pain and 
contagious diseases. By acquiesence we jus- 
tify these intolerable conditions and are 
put in the awkward position of condemning 
the same practice in the individual, where- 
as both merit condemnation and punishment 
wherever found. : 

The time has come for Georgia to face 
her judgment day. A storm of criticism 
over a meth of exposure of the evils ex- 
isting will not cure the situation. We may 
become so wrought up over a method that 
we lose the moral issue involved and sink 
back into the old practices. Let us calmly 
consider the facts, and face them as en- 
lightened citizens and call for the casting 
out of the evil spirits and injustice, cruelty 
and barbarism. 

Want Court System Changed. 

I make bold to state that 95 per cent of 
the people of Georgia realize the need of a 
change in our court system, Il was re- 
cently in China and saw operation a 
system identical with ours the court 
system. They have a word, ‘‘cumshaw,’’ 
which means in English ‘‘rake off.’’ That is 
the test in every governmental position. 
Every court ig infested with it. It is a 
question of how much I can get out of it. 
Everybody knows it. Everybody accepts it 
as a matter of course. We do likewise in 
Georgia. 

The iniquitous fee system is at the bot- 
tom of much of the lawlessness in Georgia. 
Some of the courts operate in favor of the 
fee system and arch criminals, rather than 
the protection of society. Some courts’ 
sentences are made with a view to collect- 
ing a fee rather than punishment by con- 
finement and hard labor. Bonds are made 
of such size ag to invite forfeiture and po- 
litical gluttongs continue to fatten on it.

ye and practice barbarism, so they go 
to it. 

We have ourselves to blame as a state; 
we are aiding and abetting the whole proc- 
ess. It gets ug nowhere to cry, ‘“That isn’t 
so,”” or “The indictment is too broad.’’ 
The facts stare us in the face: More than 
400 lynchings to our credit and no punish- 
ment of the guilty. 

Efforts to inject a racial issue in this 
particular species of lawlessness and cruel- 
ty are for the sole purpose of beclouding 
the great big moral issue involved.  In- 
fiammatory remarks of this character will 
serve to hinder the moral progress of the 
state and securing of a wholesome respect 


for law. 
Keep Cool Heads. 

We owe it to ourselves and the future 
welfare of our state to keep from being 
swept into currents of passion and prejudice 
that blind us to great moral principles. It 
is no time to make wild statements or fol- 
low hysterical leadership. 

A swollen stream will sometimes get out 
of its banks and sweep trash and debris 
before it. A great service is rendered even 
though it went beyond its bounds. Often 
great moral issues are presented by meth- 
ods that do not meet with the approval 
of all, but when the swollen stream. of 
disapproval has passed the net result has 
been to cleanse the body politic.

Otto H. Kuhn, the American 
banker, of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., gives 
Great Britain this pointed reminder 
in an article on Anglo-American re- 
lations contributed to The Sunday 
Times. 

The belief held by many Euro- 
peans that the United States. was 
permanently enriched in colossal 
amounts is quite erroneous, Kuhn 
pointed out, for the nation spent 25 
billion dollars on her own war ac- 
tivities and advanced 10 billions in 
loans, which amounts far overbai- 
anced the country’s earlier profits. 

Friendship between Great Britain 
and the United States is the corner- 
stone of world progress and peace, 
the banker declared, for both na- 
tions have demonstrated a superior 
capacity for transmuting raw mate- 
rial and power into a serviceable 
product. 

“Both are gifted to use 
power soberly,” Kuhn wrote. 

“As to the debts owed America. 
the present atmosphere of the world 
is such that it would not be a pros- 
perous thing to do to attempt a 
final settlement now. The _ right 
time to deal with the debts was two 
and one-half years ago. 

_ “Most Americans have a vague 
impression that debts are a nui- 
Sance. However, the problem is not 
of simple solution. It would be more 
aifficult for Great Britain to ac- 
cept cancellation of her debts than 
forthe United Statesto concede it.”

“Even if they are not desired itn 
some states and ought to remove to 
other places, a few thousand dol- 
lars spent to tell them the best 
place to gd and a little assistance 
in helping them there would re- 
sult in a great many doing so.

New York, May 22.—A new hun- 
dred million dollar loan to the 
French government, the prooeseds of 
which are to be used jto «etire 
Brench obligations maturing in the 
United States during the current 
year and to cover purchases of raw 
materiais and f stuffs here, was 
announced Sunday night jointly by 
J. P. Morgan & Co., Jean Desieves, 
head of the republic’s financial 
agency in New York city, and Jean 
De Rincquesen, inspector of finance 
of France. 

A country-wide syndicate is being 
formed to handle the new issue, 
which will run for twenty years at 
7 1-2 per cent. The French govern- 
ment agrees to pay into & sinking 
fund $9,000,000 a year in equal 
monthly installments, which will be 
used to retire the bonds. The issue 
will be offered at 95 interest, yield- 
ing slightly more than 8 per cent. 

The loan is to be underwritten 
by a syndicate now being formed 
by the Morgan firm. The bonds wil! 
be offered at 95 and interest, yield- 
ing slightly over 8 per cent. 

The bonds are not subject to re- 
demption prior to maturity, but the 
French government covenants to 
pay $9,000,000 annually in monthly 
installments of $750,000 as a sink- 
ing fund. These payments will 
commence July 1, 1921. The sinking 
fund is to be used to purchase bonds 
in the market at not to exceed par 
and accrued interest.

League Attempt! 


To Safeguard Man, 
Declares Briton 


London, May 22.—Lord Robert Ce- 
cil, in a letter to The London Times, 
argues that the fact that America 
declines to have anything to do with 
the league of nations, directly or 
indirectly, ought not to change the 
British attitude toward the league. 
He contends that the lieague is not 
the outcome of unpractical idealism, 
but js a sober, serious attempt to 
safeguard mankind from a repeti- 
tion of the horrors of the late war 
than which no more rigidly practical 
object was conceivable. 

Outlining the vast work the league 
has already accomplished or 
achieving in numerous fields of 
activity, including the international 
court of justice, he says: “This has 
been accomplished not only without 
fhe assistance of the United States 
but in the absence also of Germany 
and Austria and in a time of ex- 
treme difficulty. Doubtless the 
league is far from perfect and more 
might have been done but its result 
thus far is heartening. We lament 
the absence of Russia and still more 
of the United States.

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RAIL EXEGUTIVES 


May 22.—The rail- 
road situation has passed through 
its darkest hour and has turned def- 
initely for the better, in the view of 
railroad officials who will resume 
their testimony Monday before the 
senate committee on interstate com- 
merce. 7” 

Substantial reductions in the price 
of fuel for 1921 were predicted by 
Daniel Willard, president of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad, in a 
statement prepared. for the rail in- 
quiry. 

“In fact, a number of contracts 
have already been made effective 
as of April 1, much under last year’s 
prices,” Willard said. “Other ma- 
terial prices are showing a gradual 
decline, and ag materials and ‘sup- 
plies now in stock are consumed 
and gradually replaced with mate- 
rials purchased at lower figures, ex- 
penses will be reduced. All this 
will be reflected in lower operating 
costs.”’ 

The railroad officials argued 
against any change in the trans- 
portation act of 1920, saying that 
on the whole it had -proved ade- 
quate. 


ECONOMY URGED 
BY CHAMBER COMMITTEE. 


Washington, May 22.—Railroads 
must make sharp reductions in their 
operating expenses if their credit 
and financial] stability are to be re- 
established, a committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States, which has made a survey 
of the transportation question, de- 
clared tonight in a statement. 

Necessity of practicing strict 
economy was urged, the committee 
pointing out that “readjustment of 
salaries and wages is in progress 
in all other industries, and it is to 
be assumed that railroad wages will 
in the future, as they have in the 
past, bear an equable relationship 
to wages paid in other activitiés.” 

The committe was of the opinion 
that the grouping, or consdlidation 
of railroads must ultimately be ac- 
complished. It also declared that 
federal incorporation of railroads 
was highly desirable. 


Legislation Unnecessary. 


No additional legislation on the 
railroad question was, however, 
needed at this time, the statement 
said, as it was advisable to have 
further experience with the trans- 
portation act before attempting to 
modify it. 

The committee stated it had come 
to the conclusion that “even with 
increased traffic that will come with 
the gradual return of business pros- 
perity the business of railroad 
transportation cannot be restored 
to a profitable basis until the pres- 
ent high operating expenses aré 
cut down.” 

“It is recognized by the railroads,” 
the committee report continued, 
“that rates and fares cannot be in- 
creased.” 

Stressing the need for more eco- 
nomic methods of operating, the 
committee said the first step toward 
the accomplishment of economies 
should be greater co-operation 
among the carriers in the perform- 
ance of their services. In terminal 
organization and management, the 
report states, the co-operafion of 
the carriers was especially urgent. 


To Lower Wages. 


“Whatever economies may be ef- 
fected by. changes in operating 
methods,” it was stated, “there in- 
evitably must be a reduction in the 
percentage which salaries and 
wages comprise of the total operat- 
ing revenue. The pay roll of the 
railroads in 1917 amounted to $1,- 
700,000,000, or about 45 per cent of 
the operating revenue. 

In 1920 the pay roll had more than 
doubled, having risen to $3,750,000,- 
000, which was about 60 per cent 
of operating revenue. 

“The committee assumes that ev- 
ery effort will be made by the car- 
riers to maintain equitable scales 
of wages for different classes of 
employment. While wages must 
be reduced, no class of labor should 
bear an inequitable share of the 
burden of the rehabilitation period 
and 211 should render a full eight 
hours’ service for eight hours’ pay.”

BY PASTOR SUNDAY 


The negro must trust God, trust 
his friends and go straight ahead, 
Presiding Elder H. D. Canady told 
the faculty, pupilsand friendsof the 
Atlanta Normal and Industrial insti- 
tute Sunday in a sermon on “Faith,” 
in which he commended the “big and 
generous white people who made it 
possible.”’ 

“The young people cannot lIose 
time in speculation, but must stick 
to the school which stands for edu- 
cation of head, heart and hand,” he 
said. “Be prepared to do something 
better than the other person. Those 
who do most for the betterment of 
mankind have, as a rule, the greater 
faith.” 

Principal R. D. Stinson. spoke on 
the accomplishments in the school 
work this vear.

OFFICERS SCORED 
FOR BUNGO RING 


Declaring it to be clear to him that 
the police and detective depart- 
ments, “to put it mildly, have been 
sScandalously ignorant of things they 
should have known, and almost 
criminally negligent with reference 
to professional crooks and bunco 
artists,” Dr. Caleb A. Ridley, pastor 
of the Central Baptist church, yes- 
terday morning discussed from the 
pulpit the sensational councilmanic 
investigation of the police depart- 
ment that has been in progress for 
several weeks in Atlanta. 

The preacher added to his condem- 
nation of the alleged negligence of 
the .police department an arraign- 
ment of the fee system, which, he 
declares, is’utterly wrong. 

“According to my way of thinking, 
the committee has been fair and im- 
partial in all its rulings and ex- 
ceedingly patient and indulgent at 
all its sessins,” he said. ; 

“The evidence has been startling 
a real revelation—to the great bulk 
of Atlantans. Solicitor Boykin has 
offered evidence sufficient: to sub- 
stantiate all the charges he made, 
twice Over, were it not for the fact 
that the defense has offset much of 
his evidence by and through other 
sworn testimony and the Oft-re- 
peated denials of those accused. 

Some Things Are Clear. 


“But there are some things which 
seem clear to me, and to which I 
call public attention. 

“First of all, it is an easy matter 
to find men who will criticise and 
curse officers of the law. An hon- 
est, conscientious officer is con- 
tinually making enemies out of 
evil-doers, who will gladly injure 
him if opportunity is afforded. 

“A sescond thing which seems 
clear to me is that the polfte and de- 
tective departments, to put it mildly, 
have been scandalously negligent 
with reference’ to professional 
crooks and buneco artists. To me it 
seems impossible for Floyd Wood- 
ward and his gang to have operated 
as long as they did, and to have 
never been suspected by the guardi- 
ans of the law. 

“Be it far from metoreflect upon 
or question the motives of men, but 
entirely to much has been proven in 
this investigation for the public to 
feel safe in the future. 

The Important Thing. 

“Our officers can, with apparent 
ease, run down the petty offender 
and catch the thoughtless violator of 
the speed law; but what Atlanta is 
an concerned about now is the 
hold-up man, the big criminal, the 
thief and the robber. If we cannot 
eatch thissort of criminal, nothing 
else matters much. If the red- 
handed murderer can hobnob with 
our officials, then none of us are safe 
and anarchy is in sight. 

‘That this state of affairs has ex- 
isted in our city has been proven 
beyond all question, and has not 
been denied. I1t must be put at 
an end! 

“Itis my deep conviction that the 
‘fee system’ in operation here has 
paid and will continue to pay an aw- 
ful toll, if not speedily done away 
with. The very principle of the 
thing works against the breaking up 
of crime. Thetendency is to let the 
criminal off with a fine and catch 
him again. 

“TIT take no stockin, this wholesale 
criticism of our police force. In my 
judgment, we have on the force some 
of the best men in the world, but we 
should abolish the ‘fee system’ and 
remove forever all temptation from 
any who might be inclined towards 
selfish ends.” 

Peonage Situation. 

Speaking on the peonage situa- 
tion in Georgia before a large crowd 
at the Central Baptist church Sun- 
day night, Rev Caleb A. Ridley 
reiterated statements he had made 
previously in his church last Sunday 
night, and in a speech delivered Sat- 
urday night in. the Atlanta theater. 
He also spoke of other developments 
in the peonage situation.
